the Serjeants at Arms are entitled to the whole sum of one thousand five hundred and fifty-seven 
pounds eight shillings and one penny, being the average annual amount of their lawful fees and

Justice of His- Majesty’s Court of King’s Bench, the Master of the Rolls, and the Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas, pursuant to the said Act of the 48 Geo.

forwarded to os, supposes this detciency to have arisen from an over credit having been given to the 
Account for Coals in 1 8 1 8. 

It appears that in that year, after the decease of the late Director, the then Mayor of Cork had 
directed that the coals in both yards should be measured ; the result of which was, that instead of 
742 barrels and 6 measures, with which the yards were then accountable, the measurement reported 
in them appeared 5,380 barrels. 

This measurement was taken prior to Mr. Evanson’s appointment, and he conceives that an inac- 
curacy in this measurement is the cause of the apparent deficiency. 

On this subject we can form no opinion: the statement of the Accountant, as sent in to us, we beg 
leave to annex to this Report ; 

“ To the Commissioners of Public Civil Accounts. 

« Gentlemen, . Cork, 7th October 1823. 

“ In obedience to the commands of the Lord Lieutenant, communicated to 111c by Mr. Secretary 
Gregory’s letter of the 14th March last, signifying his Excellency’s approbation of my continuing the sale 
of the remaining stock of coals then in the public coalyards, “ taking care that the whole are disposed 
“ of previous to the lstof June next, when the yards will be given up and the establishments dissolved,' 

I beg leave to state that the whole are now sold off; and on closing the accounts, which I have herewith 
the honour to transmit to you, there appears a deficiency of 843 £ barrels less than the quantity 
reported as measured in the yards by the order of the Mayor of Cork, in the year 1818. 

“ In referring, however, to the Accountsof the Cork Public Coal Yards, ending the 5th January 1819, 
which account, though only for a period of twelve months, was, in consequence of the death of the late 
Director Mr. William Lumley, unavoidably divided into three distinct periods ; viz. the first, from the 
6th to the Qoth January 1818, comprising the accounts of the late Director until his decease; the 
second, from the time of his death to the 3d August 1818, during which the business was conducted 
bv the clerks of the yards; the third, from the 3d August 1818 to the 5th January 18x9, under my 
superintendence. It will appear to you by that account, that the coals in the different yards were 
measured by order of the Mayor of Cork, when, instead of the balance of 74a f- barrels and 6 measures, 
charged as the quantity for which the yards were accountable, and standing 1,077 I. 9 s. 8 Erf. ; the 
quantity was reported in such measurement to be 5,380 barrels. 

This measurement was done under the inspection of the clerks of the yards, by Stephen Davis, 
a measurer, and by his assistants, and was previous to my taking charge of the establishments, 
which was on the 17th September 1818, when the clerks handed me over the money in their hands 
as stated in that account. 

“ It was at the time considered by the Mayor, by myself, by the clerks, and by the said Davis, as 
very unaccountable how that stock of coals, which by that account appeared to be 74a £ barrels and 

6 measures, could amount to 5,380 barrels, making the enormous difference of 4,636 f barrels and 

7 measures, and it has remained unaccountable ever since. 

“ Since that period, all the coals bought by me have been measured into the yards, as heretofore, in 
barrels ; and all the coals sold out of them, amounting to about 18,000 barrels, have (with some late 
exceptions) been delivered, according to the usage of the yards, in small quantities called measures, or 
portions of a barrel, making a delivery of about 200,000 small measures, and those measures, as will 
appear to you by the subsequent accounts, were occasionally i5ths, 1461$, I3ths, i2ths, loths, and 
latterly, were 8ths, that is, so many measures of either description making, in heaped measure, one 
full barrel of coals water measure. 

“ This being the original and customary mode of serving out coals to the poor, and as the poor 
purchasers were in general very nice in selecting of coals, stones and slates, which were perceivable in 
measuring out those small quantities, have been rejected by them, and at various times large heaps of 
such stones and slates (which in the cargoes I have purchased were,*.in measuring in the barrels into the 
yaids, passed unnoticed) have accumulated, and have been thrown out of the yards. 

“ I have no doubt but that some deficiency must have occurred in this waste, and also in measuring 
out such a very great number of small measures; and it is not impossible that some trifling mistakes 
may have arisen in the confusion that pressing crowds, eagerly assembled to purchase coals, have 
occasioned at different times ; the coals too, were exposed in the open yards to the weather, and these 
causes may perhaps.have conduced to lessen the stock, but as far as I can judge, indeed as I am con- 
vinced, certainly could not to any thing like the extent of the deficiency now appearing. It is not, 
therefore, too much to presume that there must have been an error, numerical or otherwise, in the 
measurement of the coals remaining after'Mr. Lumley's death, whose account acknowledged but 
742 £ barrels, and yet the measurement, which, as I find, occupied several days, and was kept on slips 
of paper, &c. &c. torn every day as the clerk tells me, was stated to produce 5,380 barrels, and this 
quantity was charged in the account handed over to me, and which I supposed to be correct, however 
unaccountable such an increase appeared to me. 

“ I beg leave to make this observation ; Supposing 742 £ barrels only in the yards on Mr. Lumley’s 
death, standing, as stated, 1,077 1. 9 s. 8 £r/. the price per barrel would be between 29s. or 30s. at which 
it is not to be supposed my predecessor ever purchased ; and on the other hand, supposing there to be 
5,380 barrels at the same cost, the price per barrel would be but 4«, ; when the prices he must have 
given for many years previously was from 6 s. to 8s. atleast, besides expenses. This observation may per- 
haps tend to show that such a quantity could not have been in the yards as reported, and that some mistake 
must have been unintentionally made in the measurement, or it may help to a solution of the difficulty. 

“ I beg leave to add, that 1 have had no reason to distrust the fidelity of the clerks or measurers ; 
they had all been in their situations many years previous to my appointment as Director, and on their 
being strongly recommended to me I continued them, and with myself, they have since verified every 
year’s accounts with their affidavits. 

“ In endeavouring to account to you for the balance at the foot of the discharge of my account, I beg 
leave particularly to remark, that coals in the public coal yards have invariably been sold at reduced 
prices, under the markets of Cork, and always considerably under the original cost at which I have laid

in the stock ; and on a calculation, I find that the average of all the coals purchased by me, was about 
Gf. 6d. per barrel, in selling olV which, the prices charged (always at the rate offit/. per measure) was 
for a time Gs. 3 d. per barrel, which it never exceeded, and previously and subsequently was at 
54. to <L; 5 s. 5(1 . ; fis . ; 4,v. 2r/,, and latterly, in disposing of the remaining stock, according to the 
orders of the Lord Lieutenant, the price was but 3 s. 4 <1. per barrel. 

“ These reductions, together with the accumulation of incidental charges and expenses, always pro- 
gressively tending, since the establishment of the yards, to increase the balance transferred year after 
year in the value of the stock, would of course make a deficiency, and will explain for the balance which 
now appears ; and which balance sum, together with the deficiency in quantity (taking into consideration 
that 742 £ barrels and 6 measures were unaccountably increased to 5,380 barrels, and the considerable 
loss there must have been in selling olftlie stock so much under first cost) appear to me to be merely 
a nominal deficiency to the public debit, after a scries of years of the existence of the public coal yards 
in Cork. “ I ] mvo the honour to be, fcc. &c. &c.

Uv tUe Ac i of the 1 k 2 Geo. IV. c. 68, the Public Coal Yards of the City of Dublin were 
abolished, and by the 3d sec. of said Act, it was provided, that the coals then in store should be sold 
before the 5th of January 1822. It appears, however, that on that day there remained in the yards 
undisposed of, 2,983 tons, valued at the sum of 4,389/. 6 s. 1 id.; since that period the Director 
has continued the sale of said stock under the different orders of Government ; and in the year 
ended 5th January 1823, the stock was reduced to 2,096 tons 2 barrels, valued at 3,333 '• 3 5 * 1 “• ; 
and within the period of the present Account, the entire stock has been disposed of, and the yards 

Cl ° 0 n closing this Account there appears a decrease of 177 tons in the original stock laid in rated at 
the sum of 1,500/. 14*. firf. in cash. _ ,, t , 

We examined Mr. Studdert the Comptroller and Mr. Alloway the Director. Mr. btuddert deposed 
that he was Comptroller during the period of this Account, that he had nothing to do with the mea- 
surement of coals in or out, the Director being alone responsible fur the custody of the coals, and 
that as no account of stock was taken on his appointment, he could therefore afford no explanation of 



the apparent deficiency of stock. , 

Mr. Alloway deposed that the Account was made up by his clerk, that he examined it, and believes 
it to be just and true with respect to the deficiency of one hundred and seventy seven tons on the close 
of the Coal Account ; lie states that it was occasioned by the following causes, viz: “ The pulling 
down of some old walls which were condemned by the presenting grand jury, and which bounded 
the public coal yards, the mortar and rubbish of which mixing with the coals, rendered them useless, 
the supplying the office with fire for eleven winters ; the constant depredations made by climbing the 
walls in times of scarcity ; but principally by the embezzlement of two clerks during bis confinement 
to bed by a dangerous illness for several months, and for which and other misconduct they were dis- 
missed by him on his recovery." This occurred prior to the Comptroller’s appointment. 

“ The City Quay Yard, the keys of which he had constantly in his possession, produced an increase, 
and Marshal Alley Yard, which was opened every day to four o’clock for the convenience and sup- 
ply of the poor, suffered a decrease, and the actual loss on the sale of coals (being the difference 
between the above sum of 1,500/. 14 s. 5 rf. and the prime cost of 177 tons deficient in measurement) 
was occasioned by the great fall in the price of that article at the conclusion of the war, and from the 
Director being obliged to reduce the price considerably under the rate of the market, in order to clear 
the yards in obedience to the orders of Government." 

Mr. Alloway was appointed in November 1813, and immediately afterwards lie had the coals in 
the yard measured, and the true stock ascertained, with which he then charged himself, the present 
deficiency of one hundred and seventy seven tons being valued at 1 /• 10.v. per ton, the average rate 
nt which they were laid in, would amount to 265/. 10s. 

The Director was also examined on the Cash Account, which comprises the actual receipts and 
disbursements during the year, and on which there is a balance in favour of the Public, amounting 
to three hundred and ninety two pounds nine shillings and ten pence halfpenny.

Particulars of Estates, Property and Funds: 



The Society has a piece of ground in Kildare-street, purchased free from annual rent from Luke 
White, esq. for the sum of £. 1,853. This piece of ground is held on a lease of lives, renewable for 
150 years from the year 1796- 

The Society has erected thereon a house fronting Kildare-place, wherein the general business of 
the Society is transacted, and also in the rear a large school-house. The whole of these premises are 
in its occupancy, and contain certain furniture, &c. suited to the various purposes of the Society. 

The Society has within the last year taken the house No. 2, Kildare-place, contiguous to their 
premises, with the oilices attached thereto, at a rent of £. 152. 15 s. per ahnum, without fine, and with 
a clause of surrender, for the purpose of receiving schoolmistresses sent up from the country to their 
Female Model School for instruction. The offices afford to the Society additional room for storage of 
their extensive stock of paper, printed books, &c. &c. 

Besides the properties just mentioned, and the cash balance in favour of the public as already stated, 
the Society possesses a variety of school requisites and books for the purpose of sale and distribution, 
valued as at foot ; and some trifling article of stationery and coals for the use of the Society. 

The Society is in possession of a merino factory debenture for £. 100. at 6 per cent, bc-itig a donation 
from the Marquis of Lansdown, which has not been productive for the last two years. 

The Society is in possession Of £.210 4 per cent Government stock, a legacy from the late 
W. P. Lefanu, esq. 

The Society is in receipt of annual subscriptions and occasional donations : those appear in the fore- 
going Account. 

There are some small debts, besides the outstanding grants already mentioned, due by the Society, ot 
which accounts have not yet been furnished.

In our last Report We expressed our opinions of the imperfection of the Accounts of the Directors 
of the Lagan Navigation, to which We beg leave now to refer, and are sorry to be obliged to say that 
there is very little, if any, amendment of the irregularities We then censured ; as in the present 
Account We are obliged to observe, that a great number of Vouchers in support of this Account 
are deficient, and that many are made up in such a manner as to induce a just suspicion of their 
correctness. 

We disallow several sums of money charged for agency : the one paid to a deceased officer in the 
late Auditor General’s department, the other to a Dublin broker. With respect to this credit, We 
conceive that We are precluded from allowing any such deduction for agency under the 29th section 
of 52d Geo. 3, c. 52, the Act regulating our office ; though, perhaps, the legislature, in that clause, 
185. C c might

might have only contemplated Accountants in Dublin, and not those who being in a remote part of 
the country might have a necessity for the interference of such agency ; but even had it been within 
our power by law to admit the credit, We should have had strong ground for objection to the amount 
of remuneration charged, being so high as one and a quarter per cent ; for upon inquiry made by Us, 
We are informed that the general charge of brokers for commission for the receipt of dividends at 
the Bank, and the remittance of the same by post bills to any part of Ireland, is in no case higher than 
one quarter per cent; but it was intimated to Us, that as the brokers transactions were chiefly done at 
the Bank, and comparatively little at the Treasury, that possibly, for the receipt of small sums at 
the Treasury, and the remittance thereof, a half per cent might be charged, but should the sum to be 
received at the Treasury be one of an amount worth consideration, no higher commission would be 
demanded than for receipt at Bank and remittance ; viz. one quarter per cent ; also, that if the receipts 
at the Bank or Treasury were for large sums, in that case the rate of commission would be reduced 
even below one quarter per cent, and for sums of a very largo amount the commission would be still 
lower, according to agreement. 

It appears that so large a sum as £. 40,896. 3*. 3 d. has accumulated for interest on loan deben- 
tures. Of this interest a very small part only has been paid since 1810. The Accountants state that 
this has arisen from want of funds, but We are clear, that had a duo application been made of those 
funds in their possession, the arrear would not have reached the present magnitude. We are com- 
pelled to observe, that the extreme inaccuracy of this Account gives a very great additional trouble to 
our office, arising in a great measure from the negligence of the Directors, who cannot, from the state 
of the Account as returned by them to Us, be presumed to have afforded any efficient attention to the 
making up of the Account previous to having signed it. 

It seems to Us, that with an apparent balance of £.1,087. 4 s - tofrf. in the hands of their 
register, the Directors ought not to have been obliged to borrow money from a bank ; but on inves- 
tigation we find that this sum is not forthcoming as a cash balance, it being a deficiency in the 
accounts of the register, for the payment of which, indeed, it is slated to Us that security has been 
given . 

The Debt of their establishment amounts to the enormous sum of £. 102,792. 2 s. 4 d. and the 
Credits amount only to 1,336 1. 2 s. 2 tf,

This Account, as amended, is just and true. By an Act passed in the 4th year of His present 
Majesty, c. 90, sec. 11, the Lord Lieutenant is empowered to allow, if he thinks fit, such items of 
expenses incurred by the Trustees of the Linen Manufacture as have been heretofore disallowed by 
our Board, and in consequence of such j>ower his Excellency has been pleased, by his warrant duly 
executed, to order all the disallowauces with which the Account had been previously burthened, to be 
brought forward as credits and allowed ; in consequence whereof all disallowances which had existed 
on the Account on the 5th January 1823, have been removed from the Account. As the Act alluded 
to did not commence till 18th July 1823, a broken period from 5th January to that day intervenes, 
during which the expenditures of salary, &c. had been made at the same rates as in former Accounts* 
and to which, therefore, it is obvious that in legal accuracy the Lord Lieutenant’s warrant does not 
apply ; but conceiving that the warrant in spirit applies as well to the credits of this broken period as 
to those of the preceding one, we have not disallowed the excesses of charge on- the establishment for 
this period, apprehending that we are well justified in so doing, both under the spirit of the A,ct and 
of his Excellency's warrant, the object of both manifestly being to relieve the Accountants from the 
embarassments caused to the Linen Board by the necessity we felt of restricting their expenditure 

within the limits of the late law.

The annual audit of the accounts of the infirmaries of counties, and hospitals of public or royal 
foundation, provided for by the 46 Geo. 3, c. 95, being repealed by the 52 Geo. 3, c. 52, the Com- 
missioners of Public Accounts, in the exercise of the discretion confided to them by the 15th section 
of the last recited Act, have confined their annual audit to the accounts of those hospitals and 
infirmaries which are situated in cities and towns corporate, as the funds entrusted to their manage- 
ment are in most instances permanent, and of considerable magnitude. But the funds of the in- 
firmaries of counties being in general limited to voluntary subscriptions from individuals, and sums 
presented by grand juries at assizes, before whom the respective treasurers are obliged to account ; 
and the Board of Accounts convinced, from experience, that no benefit proportioned to the trouble 
given to accountants who render their services gratuitously, or to the labour of the office audit, has 
resulted to the public from the annual examination of these Accounts, have determined to discontinue 
such annual audit, but have desired that the Accounts required by the 46 Goo. 3, c. 95, should 
be transmitted annually to their office, that the Board, if they should see any occasion, or should be 
required by Government, may examine them. 

The county infirmaries receive of public money only £.100. annually, which, by the fi Geo. 3, c. 20, 
is appropriated to the payment of the surgeon's salary.
